increase of $1.360. 
The measure- was deieated by 
a 4 3 vote, with Councilmen Ha­ 
rold Astry, Michael Schuller, 
Joyce Wilson and Ralph Zim 
merman voting against the ord­ 
inance. 
The legislation was introduced 
at the last meeting at the re­ 
quest of Solicitor Thomas Coe. 
It would have taken effect Jan.

and defend the Constitution of 
the United States. So help me 
God.” 


His left hand rested on his 
mother's well-worn Bible, and 
his right hand was raised. 
For the inauguration, mark­ 
ing the beginning of his first 
four-year term in the White 
House, Johnson wore a business 
suit of Oxford

who seek to reopen old wounds 
and rekindle old hatreds,” the 
President said in his inaugural 
address. “ They stand 
in 
the 
way of a seeking nation” 
Johnson added: “ I will lead 
as best I can. But look within 
your own 
hearts-to 
the old 
promises and the old dream. 
They will lead you best of all.“ 
Johnson called on the nation 
to “ join reason to faith and ac­ 
tion to experience, to trasform 
our new unity of interest into a 
new unity of purpose.” 
"For the time has come to 
achieve progress without strite 
and 
change without hatred,“ 
the President said, "not without 
difference of opinion, but with­ 
out the deep and abiding divi­ 
sions which scar the union for 
generations." 
Johnson said his Great Socie­ 
ty is not to be "the ordered, 
ehangeless. and sterile battalion 
of the ants.”

His deeds and 
a c c o m plish- 
ments will fill 
the p a g e s o f 
histo ry but it's 
in his written 
and s p o k e n 
words that his 
p e r s o nality 
will liv e o n. 
.„ « rrnc* 
S i r Winsto n 
w;is a m aster of o rato ry as well 
a , of the w ritten word. He had 
no need tor ghost writer*. Un­ 
like Woodrow Wilson, 
who was 
an ex tem poraneou s speaker o f 
rem arkable 
skill. 
Sir 
Winston 
prepared 
his speeches in 
ad­ 
v ance. bu t often added telling 
phrases as he spoke. 
Ev en in his y ou th. Chu rchill 
teem ed to hav e a prem onition 
of the fatefu l career ahead of 
him. On his 23th birthday , when 
he w as a news correspondent 
cov ering the Boer W ar in Sou th 
Africa, he w rote to a relativ e 
in the United States: 
“ T here is so mu ch to be done 
in the world and so little tim e 
to do it.” 
Bu t in the 05 y ears that hav e 
followed, Winston Churchill did 
a great deal, thou gh he m ade 
no claim that he was nev er in 
the wrong 
In fact, in a speech 
in the Hou se of Commons on 
May 21. 19 52. he said: 
"I am by no m eans su re 1 
hav e been right. It is no part 
ot my case that I am alw ay s 
rig h t.” 


SIR WINSTON'S thou ghts and 
words after World W ar II hav e 
been mu ch concerned with the 
possibility of a third world war 
and its prev ention 
Speaking in the Hou se of Com­ 
mons on Dec. 14. 19 50. he said: 
"T he argu m ent is now pu t for­ 
w ard that we m u st nev er u se 
the atom ic bomb u ntil, or u n­ 
less. it has been u sed against 
u s first. In other words, 
y ou 
m u st nev er fire u ntil y ou hav e 
been shot dead. That seem s to 
me . . . a silly thing to say . . 
P erhaps 
t h e 
most 
telling 
w arning by 
B ritain's wartime 
lead *r to the free world is fou nd 
in 
The G athering 
Storm , his 
bool; cov ering the period of ap­ 
peasem ent that led to 
World 
W ar II He wrote: 
“ If y ou will not fight for the 
right when y ou can easily win 
withou t bloodshed: if y ou will 
not fight when y ou r v ictory will 
he su re and not too costly ; y ou 
m ay com e to the m om ent when 
v ou will hav e to fight with all 
the odds against y ou and only 
a 
precariou s 
c h a n c e 
of 
su rv iv al. 
“ T here m ay ev en be a worse 
case 
You m ay 
hav e 
to fight 
when there is no hope of v ictory , 
becau se it is better to perish 
than liv e as slav es.” 


ON 
INTERNAL 
POIJTICS. 
Sir W inston has alw ay s been a 
skeptic abou t socialism , which 
was often the su bject of his 
speeches in and ou t of the Hou se 


of Com m ons In a broadcast on 
Ju ne 4 . 19 45, he declared: 
“ Socialism is inseparably in­ 
terw ov en w i t h totalitarianism 
and the abject worship of th* 
state Look how ev en today the) 
(the socialists! hu nger for con­ 
trols of ev er\ kind as if these 
w ere delectable foods instead of 
w artim e inflictions. . . 
This 
state is to be the arch-em ploy er, 
the arch - planner, the arch- 
ad m inistrator 
and 
ru ler, 
and 
the arch-cau cu s-boss. 
In the Hou se of Commons, on 
Au g 
11. 19 47 
he said of the 
Socialists: “ They hav e neither 
the 
efficiency 
of 
collectiv ism 
nor the enterprise and energy 
o f indiv idu al initiativ e.'' 
In a 
speec'i in Ma} 
19 40. be c h ar­ 
acterized socialism as "th e phil­ 
osophy ot failu re, the creed of 
ignorance and 
the 
gospel 
o f 
env y .” 


IN A BROADCAST on M arch 
27 19 43 the prim e m inister re ­ 
m arked 
“ We m u st bew are ot try ing 
to bu ild a society in which no- 
body cou nts for any thing e x ^ pt 
th e politician or an oiiicia.. a 
society w here enterprise gains 
n > rew ard and thrift no priv ­ 
ileges.” 
Then, on 
Jan 
20 
19 50. 
in 
another speech is this w arning: 
“ The British nation now has 
to m ake one of the m ost m o 
m entou s choices in his history . 
That choice is betw een tw o w ay s 
of life: betw een indiv idu al lib­ 
erty and state dom ination; be­ 
tween concentration of ow ner­ 
ship in the hands of the stat* 
and the ex tent ion of a property - 
owning dem ocracy ; betw een a 
policy of 
increasing 
re straint 
and a policy of liberating ener­ 
gy and 
ingenu ity ; 
betw een 
a 
policy of lev eling down and a 
policy of 
finding 
opportu nity 
for all to rise u pw ards from a 
basic stand ard .” 
PERHAPS the best ex position 
of the ills of socialism was set 
forth in Sir W inston's speech in 
the Hou se of Com m ons in Oct. 
19 47 ; 
“ I 
do 
n o t believ e in the 
capacity of the state to plan 
and enforce 
an 
activ e 
high- 
grade 
econom ic 
produ ctiv ity 
u pon its m em bers or su bjects. 
No m a tte r how nu m erou s are 
the com m ittees they set u p. or 
the ev er-grow ing hordes of of­ 
ficials they em ploy e, 
or 
the 
sev erity 
of 
the 
pu nishm ents 
they inflict or threaten, 
they 
cannot 
approach 
the 
high 
lev el of internal economic pro­ 
du ction which, u nder free enter­ 
prise. personal initiativ e, com ­ 
petitiv e selection, the profit m o­ 
tiv e corrected by failu re, and 
the infinite processes of good 
hou sekeeping and personal i n- 
genu ity , constitu tes the life of a 
free society .” 
On his 7 5th birthday , Sir Win­ 
ston w as asked if he had any 
fear of death. He replied 


“ 1 am ready to 
meet 
tny 
m aker. W hether my m aker is 
prepared for the great ordeal of 
m eeting m e is another m a tte r.” 
Sir W inston has been tru ly one 
of the m ost rem arkable m en in 
world history .

ly 20 s. 
In such men a specimen tak-j 
en immediately on arising in 
the morning will not show albu­ 
min After being up and around 
for several hours, especially in 
a standing rather than sitting 
position, albumin will appear. 
This is most pronounced in per- 
sons with a forward curvature 
of the spine. 
This condition is no threat to 
health, but insurance compan­ 
ies go to great lengths to be on 
the safe side.

pending on their wattage, and 
ozone bulbs which produce large 
amounts of ozone 


When the ozone * producing 
lamps are used it is necessary 
to protect the eyes from their 
rays at all times These lamps 
give out 
ultraviolet 
light of 
short wave lengths 
UV rays of long wave lengths 
(3.000 to 4.000 Angstrom units > 
become l(,<;s and less injurious 
to the skin and eyes as the wave 
length increases 
I assume that this is the type 
of light under which you have 
been working As stated in my 
previous column, the manufac­ 
turer usually 
prints warning* 
about 
improper 
use 
of 
his 
lamps 
These warnings should 
be heeded 
Q — IK) WOMEN as well as 
men get linitis plastica? Does 
it attack the outside or the in­ 
side of the stomach? Is it here­ 
ditary? 
A — LINITIS plastics is a 
cancer that can affect both sex 
es. It involves the inner wall of 
the stomach; it progresses very 
slowly, if is not hereditary.
